Canadian  travel*/** 
will  find  only  an  hour  cut  off  the  time  from  Buffalo 
to  New  York  for,  as  shown  by  the  diagram,  the  road 
does  not  follow  a straight  line  but  winds  through  the 
most  densely  populated  areas  of  the  state.  Normal 
speed  will  be  60  m.p.h.

rIE  mayor  and  alder-manic  board  of 
Victoria  have  a solid  achievement  to 
their  credit  in  holding  down  the  tax  rate 
for  the  current  fiscal  year.  While  the  one- 
half  mill  in  dispute  towards  the  end  of 
the  discussion  captured  the  limelight,  its 
effect  is  relatively  unimportant.  The  real 
success  is  in  matching  a gross  budget  of 
more  than  $7, (XX), 000  through  fresh  ap- 
praisal of  the  assessment  roll,  with  a tax 
rate  that  will  encourage  taxpayers  to  con- 
tinue their  holdings.  In  times  of  un- 
doubted pressure,  with  the  city's  borrow- 
ing powers  circumscribed  by  standing 
agreement  and  the  weight  of  new  settle- 
ment to  take  rare  of  in  added  civic  ser- 
vices, this  is  a result  which  will  work  to 
the  benefit  of  the  Victoria  all  round. 

It  is  not  generally  known,  or  today 
remembered,  that  the  city  cut  some 
$!20.000,000  out  of  its  land  assessment 
rolls  in  and  about  the  period  of  the 
“hungry-thirties,”  and  that  successive 
councils  were  reluctant  to  begin  the  task 
of  a fresh  and  more  realistic  appraisal 
when  times  and  conditions  warranted 
that.  Even  today  Victoria  is  only  com- 
mencing the  job  of  revising  its  rateable 
values,  and  some  years  will  go  into  that 
process  inevitably.  However  this  year 
the  city  will  be  able  to  weigh  for  itself 


some  of  the  benefits  accruing  from  that 
course.  The  stabilized  tax  rate  coupled 
with  a fair  and  even-handed  treatment  of 
property  assessment  are  credit-building 
factors.  So  too  is  the  city’s  new  policy 
of  setting  aside  limited  reserves  against 
future  capital  outlays  for  specified  pur- 
poses. Add  to  that  the  recent  return  to 
board  of  debt  retirement  trustees  as  a 
settled  policy,  and  Victoria  is  building 
soundly  for  the  future. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  economies 
on  the  one  hand,  and  an  upward  revision 
on  property  rolls  on  the  other,  will  satisfy 
everybody.  Nor  can  the  city  pare  expen- 
ditures anywhere  without  having  to  weigh 
the  net  result  In  terms  of  service  and 
citizen  satisfaction.  But,  according  to 
the  times  and  its  present  means,  Victoria 
Is  making  a realistic  approach  to  its  own 
problems.  That  is  much.  When  the  prin- 
ciple is  right,  the  details  can  be  filled  in 
as  occasion  affords.  The  city  is  on  the 
right  track  in#  the  face  of  some  unusual 
fiscal  handicaps,  and  that  is  a good  augury 
for  its  prospects  in  the  future.  Through 
courage  in  sticking  to  this  problem  and 
coming  up  with  a level-headed  result  the 
council-manager  system  has  made  a 
bright  and  encouraging  contribution  to 
the  whole  community.

Easing  the  Burden 


CANADIANS  with  some  family  ties  in 
Great  Britain,  and  there  are  many  of 
them,  will  note  with  interest  and  no  doubt 
some  pleasure  the  provisions  of  the  British 
budget  introduced  this  week.  For  the  first 
time  since  the  war  there  will  be  no  new 
taxes  for  the  people  of  the  United  King- 
dom. Some  of  the  grey  tinge  that  seemed 
to  have  settled  over  them  will  be  lifted. 
The  future  is  not  yet  rosy  colored  but  it 
Is  lightening. 

There  comes  a point  when  heavy  tax- 
ation defeats  its  own  ends.  It  depresses 
the  spirit,  dampens  initiative,  curbs  legiti- 
mate business  operations  and  adversely 
affects  production.  A nation  may  then 
sink  Into  a listless  rut,  simply  because  the 
burden  Is  too  heavy  and  there  Is  no  reward 
for  individual  spur  or  effort.  That  point, 
according  to  the  British  chancellor,  has 
been  reached,  and  It  Is  imperative  that  the 
load  be  eased. 

Even  with  the  new  rates  the  personal 
Income  tax  levies  will  be  crushing  by 
Canadian  standards.  According  to  the 
categories  concerned  wage  earners  over 
therr  will  still  pay  half  as  much  again, 
twice  or  even  three  times  what  is  de- 
manded from  their  Canadian  counter- 


parts. That  alone,  apart  from  rationing 
and  the  other  restrictions  under  which 
the  British  people  have  labored  for  a dec- 
ade and  more  now.  is  indicative  of  the 
postwar  economic  difficulties  lhat  beset 
the  United  Kingdom. 

The  struggle  Is  not  over  by  any  means. 
The  financial  structure  is  still  sombre  in 
outlook,  and  everything  depends  on  an 
improvement  in  the  export  position. 
Britain  literally  must  export  or  die,  and 
it  Ls  to  this  end  that  the  budget  conces- 
sioas  are  mainly  pointed.  Sales  taxes  have 
been  cut  and  industrial  levies  annulled  in 
order  to  provide  the  needed  incentive  for 
greater  production,  the  real  wealth  of  Any 
nation. 

Canndiaas  are  wont  to  complain  about 
their  own  taxation,  and  with  some  justice 
in  relation  to  their  own  economy,  but  they 
realize  that  their  lot  is  infinitely  easier 
than  that  of  their  relatives  and  friends 
in  Great  Britain.  The  latter  have  had  a 
long,  austere  and  cheerless  row  to  hoe 
ever  since  they  saved  the  free  world  by 
their  heroic  wartime  efforts.  They  have 
doubly  earned  the  easements,  slight 
enough  yet  in  all  conscience,  now-  coming 
their  way. 


Linking  the  Pender  Islands 


ACCORDING  to  a recent  report,  the 
Social  Credit  "caretaker"  government 
has  promised  an  immediate  start  on  con- 
struction of  a bridge  to  connect  North 
and  South  Pender  Islands.  The  assurance 
was  given  by  Public  Works  Minister  Gag- 
lardl  to  a delegation  from  the  Gulf  Islands 
Improvement  Bureau,  which  has  been 
campaigning  vigorously  for  improvements 
In  communications  among  the  islands  to 
help  compensate  for  recent  curtailment 
of  CPR  steamer  services.  The  promised 
bridge  w-ould  give  settlers  of  South  Pen- 
der, no  longer  served  by  steamer,  a direct 
link  by  road  with  North  Pender,  where 
Port  Washington  is  a port  of  call  in  ibe 
CPR  Gulf  Islands  service. 

Even  if  steamer  connections  were  not 
as  important  as  they  have  lately  become, 
a bridge  between  the  two  islands  would  be 
a practical  improvement  from  the  point 
of  view  of  their  settlers.  Here  are  two 
fairly  extensively  developed  islands  sep- 
arated from  one  another  by  a water  gap 
a mere  atones  throw  wide.  Bridging 


presents  no  engineering  problems,  and  the 
estimate  of  cost,  $24,000,  certainly  is  not 
out  of  the  way  in  relation  to  convenience 
which  would  be  afforded  to  the  people  of 
both  Islands. 

There  is  one  thing  against  the  plan, 
however.  Owners  of  pleasure  craft  are  not 
going  to  like  having  the  channel  blocked 
by  a low-level  bridge,  which  apparently  is 
the  type  of  structure  the  public  works 
department  has  in  mind.  Connecting  Port 
Browning  and  Bedwell  Harbor,  this  nar- 
row but  deep-water  channel  is  a favorite 
short-cut  as  well  as  scenic  route  for  sum- 
mer cruisers  in  Gulf  Islands  waters,  and 
< losing  it  will  Bdd  many  miles  to  voyages 
hetween  the  two  anchorages.  This, ‘how- 
ever, is  n case  in  which  the  convenience 
of  one  group  has  to  be  weighed  against 
that  of  another,  and  it  seems  reasonable 
to  conclude  that  the  needs  of  permanent 
settlers  of  the  two  Islands  should  prevail. 
As  one  of  the  delegation  to  the  govern- 
ment remarked,  this  bridge  will  be  the 
salvation  of  South  Pender  as  a community.

*T*BE  department  of  external  affairs 

A has  been  going  aruund  for  the 
last  week  with  its  collective  nose  out 
of  joint.  Reason  is  that  Trade  Min- 
ister Howe  failed  to  clear  with  the 
East  Block  before  using  blunt  words 
lo  set  the  Americans  straight  on  the 
St.  I^awrence  Seaway. 

In  three  months  of  diplomatic 
palaver,  External  Affairs  had  got  ex- 
actly nowhere  In  clearing  the  way  for 
an  early  start  on  the  seaway  and 
power  project. 

Howe  obviously  got  fed  up  with 
pussy  footing,  and  in  a speech  at  New 
\ork  he  told  the  Americans  that  we 
don  l want  them  In  the  seaway  any- 
way. We  want  to  build  it  ourselves, 
control  It  ourselves  and  run  it  our- 
selves. he  said.  All  we  want  them  to 
do  is  quit  stalling  and  let  ui  go  ahead. 

That  kind  of  language  is  so  un- 
diplomatic that  it  threw  the  striped 
pants  boys  into  a flat  spin.  At  first 
they  practically  held  their  breath 
waiting  for  Stale  Secretary  Dulles  or 
Senator  Wiley  to  flare  back  at  Howe. 
Nothing  happened,  and  at  this  writ- 
ing some  of  the  East  Block  diplo- 
mats actually  were  speculating  that 
maybe  Howe's  bluntness  will  have  a 
salutary  effect  on  Washington.

• CCL-CJO)  persuaded  the  Steel  Com 
psny  of  Canada  and  Algnma  Steel 
Corporation  to  accept  the  principle 
of  parity  with  American  basic  wage 
rales. 

Now  ihe  union  Is  dickering  on  new 
wage  rates  with  Steko  and  Algoma. 
but  only  half  heartedly.  f,  s waiting 
until  its  American  parent  negotiate* 
new  rate*  in  the  Stales,  so  it  can 
claim  the  same  rates  on  the  hash  of 
the  parity  principle. 

If  other  Canadian  unions  with 
American  affiliates  were  to  establish 

• he  parity  principle.  It  wouldn't  he 
long  before  many  Canadian  wage 
rates  would  really  be  decided  by 
negotiations  between  American 
unions  and  American  industry.

sw  areneas  that  the  people  of  that

year*.  Even  Canadians  who  know 
Britain  will  have  no  conception  of  the 
struggle  that  haa  gone  on  and  con- 
tlnuea  today  with  renewed  vigor. 
Over  this  period  of  time  either  the 
sea  has  risen  or  the  land  of  Britain 
haa  subsided  some  60  feet  In  any 
rvent.  the  water  is  now  some  60  feel 
higher  upon  the  land  than  formerly. 

In  early  days  there  were  no  cliffs 
of  Dover  or  of  other  parts  of*  Eng 
land.

Ihe  jungle  far  from  ihe  damp 
fetid  storybook  type  At  this  time 
of  the  tear  the  grass  Itenraih  the 
scrubby  tree  growth  Is  tinder  dry. 
Some  of  the  trees  are  quite  large,  hut 
for  the  most  part  the  vegetation  is 
Ju*t  a tangle  of  scrub  A good  part 
of  the  vast  flat  area  that  I drove 
through  on  the  wav  to  Jaffna  has 
returned  lo  jungle.  There  is  ample 
evidence  to  prove  that  this  Jungle 
once  supported  or  pro\ hied  Ihe  food 
lor  millions  of  people,  jungle  that 
now  provide*  food  enough  for  not 
more  than  a few  thousand. 

There  |»  considerable  evidence  to 
prove  that  where  1 stopped  for  lunch 
was  once  a city  a*  large  o*  lxuulon. 
7 refer  to  Anararlhapura.  which  was 
the  capital  of  Ceylon  over  a thousand

The  rainfall  of  the  Jungle  atea  I 
parsed  through  is  around  50  Inches. 
To  a Canadian  farmer  this  amount 
mav  appear  large  enough  to  produce 
bumper  crops.  Here  in.  the  so  called 
dry  Ih*K.  It  is  far  from  adequate. 
The  wet  season  Ls  too  short  and  th# 
rain  falls  upon  such  shallow  soil,  little 
i«  saved  for  the  long,  dry  season  that 
, lies  ahead.  In  ancient  times  this  rain- 
fall was  conserved  by  the  use  of  an 
Intricate  system  of  reservoirs  t tanks  t 
and  connecting  aqueduct.*.  Relics  of 
the  ancient  irrigation  system  can  be 
seen  over  a very  wide  Jungle  are*. 

I drove  almost  due  north  from 
Anaradhapura  and  reached  Elephants 
] Pass  at  about  3 pm.  Elephants  Pass 
I*  an  ancient  man  - made  causeway 
that  serves  as  an  isthmus  north  of 
which  b the  Jaffna  Peninsula.  I had 
not  seen  the  sea  for  several  weeks. 
I I strained  my  eyes  to  find  whether 
I could  see  the  mast  of  India,  for  It 
I*  not  very  far  away.  Apparently  it 
Is  below  the  horizon.  The  sea  looked 
cool  and  refreshing  and  I longed  for 
a dip  for  the  temperature  at  the  time 
was  over  90. 

"fltr  whole  Jaffna  Periin*-a)a  has 
the  appearance  of  being  only  a few 
feet  above  the  sea.  X striking  fea. 
lure  of  ihe  peninsula  are  the  grove# 
of  Palmyra  palm  which  serve  a*  the 
toddy  fountains  of  Ceylon.  The*# 
trees  have  not  the  plumed  and 
stately  grace  of  the  coconut  and 
arecanut  palms  around  my  headquar- 
ters and  the  sea  shore  area*  of  th# 
south  of  Ceylon.  These  palm  tree# 
look  as  though  they  had  been  lo  an 
inexperienced  harber  and  had  their 
plumes  badly  cut.  Such  was  my  first 
Impression,  but  not  my  last.  I left 
the  Jaffna  Peninsula  as  great  a wor- 
shipper of  ihe  Palmyra  palm  as  the 
Tamils,  who  landed  on  this  island 
at  Jaffna  many  centuries  ago. 

* * * 

Jsffna  is  the  home  of  the  Tamils, 
a tougher  and  more  Industrious 
people  than  the  Senhalese  of  th# 
south.  Although  a minority  group  of 
around  2.000.000,  *ome  think  lhat  he- 
cause  of  their  industry  and  hardiness, 
they  rnay  ultimately  dominate  th# 
whole  life  of  the  island.  They  an* 
very  clanish.  and  like  to  refer  t# 
themselves  as  the  .Scotch  of  Ceylon. 
My  Senhalese  car  driver  said  that 
when  a Tamil  from  the  Jaffna  Penin- 
sula of  Ceylon  earns  100  rupee# 
he  saves  90,  but  when  a Senhaie*# 
from  the  aouth  earn*  the  sam# 
amount  he  spends  110. 

Second  to  the  groves  of  Palmyra 
palm,  a striking  and  Interesting  fea- 
ture of  the  peninsula  are  the  six  foot 
fences.  The  Tamila  apparently  Ilk* 
privacy  for  every  garden,  large  or 
amall,  is  surrounded  by  a six  foot 
feme  made  of  woven  palmyra  palm 
leaves.  Often  the  fences  are  held 
erect  by  cordons  of  rullp  trees.  The*# 
trees  are  heavily  and  continuously 
pruned  to  provide  organic  matter  for 
mulching  their  crops,  chiefly  tobacco, 
chilli  and  onions.  I was  warned  by 
the  driver  of  my  car  that  I must  not 
enter  any  of  these  gardens  without 
getting  permission  from  the  head 
man.  Contrary  to  expectations  from 
the  tone  of  hla  warning,  permission  to 
emer  w##  always  granted,  and  when 
they  learned  lhat  I w#a  looking  for 
vlru*  disease  in  their  crop#  they 
seemed  eager  to  assist  and  learn  ail 
about  the  nature  of  the  disease*  Th# 
head  man  could  usually  speak  Eng. 
ll«h.  When  they  could  not.  they 
usually  called  in  a neighbor  who 
could.

Later  he 
published  The  Telegram  In  Leth- 
bridge  and  then  operated  a job 
printing  plant  in  1912.
